The  1994  baseball  season  was  one  that  will  not  soon  be  forgotten  at  Delta  State,  as  the  Statesmen  posted  a  school-record  45 
wins  and  tied  for  third  at  the  NCAA  Division  II  Championship  in  Montgomery,  Alabama. 

Despite  the  season's  thrilling  conclusion  that  included  six  wins  on  the  brink  of  elimination,  a  conference  tournament 
championship,  a  South  Central  Regional  crown  and  a  eight-run  win  over  eventual  national  champion  Centrall  Missouri  State  in 
the  national  championship  tournament,  the  season  was  not  always  one  of  guts  and  glory  for  the  Statesmen.  The  season  started 
rather  mildly,  as  DSU  brought  back  just  seven  regulars  and  imported  2 1  newcomers  to  the  club  in  the  preseason,  and  then  posted 
a  modest  6-8  record  through  its  first  14  games. 

Individual  honors  also  abounded  for  different  members  of  the  team.  DSU  pitcher  Bubba  Dixon  was  named  Div.  II  Pitcher  of 
the  Year,  First  Team  Ail-American,  National  Championship  All-Tournament  Team,  All-GSC,  and  many  other  honors.
